Conscientious “objection - to 
medical treatment was one of the 
_subjects discussed yesterday by 
the Standing Committee, which, 
under the new . 
takes over from. the House of 
‘Commons the detailed considera- 
‘tion of the Ministry of Health 
Bill. This. Committee has 60 
members, and most of them were 
present, with- “Sir Archibald 
the chair. Dr. 
Addison, President of the Local 
Government Board. is the 
Minister in, charge of the Bill. 


The question of conscientious 
objection. was raised by Major 
Hills, of Durham, who said the 
Bill would extend official powers 
for dealing compulsorily with 
what, might be regarded — as 
national dangers’ arising out of 
the prevalence of disease. “Ought 
you,” he asked, “ to allow persons 
who object to medica] treatment 
the power to be excepted from 
such treatment, or.ought you to 
compel the whole community to 
accepttreatment? The only way 
in which you can work “2. matter 
of this sort,” he declared, “4s.‘to 
give acontracting-out clause.” 


Liles of procedure 


DR."ADDISON’S STAND. 


Dr. Addison declined to accept 
Major Hills amendment. “Take,” 
he said, “the simple case in iar 
fectious fevers. The community 
has said, for its own protection, 
that when people suffer from

isolated;. and that isolation 
certainly carries .with’ it treat- 
ment. "J am satisfied that if we 
were to accept words of this kind 
it would cut right across our 
power with regard .to infectious 
diseases.”

Dissatisfaction was expressed

To those who, despite long residence in the East, still. watch 
, with deep interest the trend of political activity in the Old Country 
the thought must often have occurred of late that the time is rapidly 
approaching when-the reins of government will pass into the hands 
of the representatives of Labour. That" such a development is 
“almost bound to come in the relatively near future there can, we 
think, be little doubt. The old Parties, whether they call themselves 
Conservatives, Unionists or Liberals, have, ih many respects, lost 
grip of the situation, and, with the prevailing feeling of restlessness, 
- there,can bi little doubt that before very long the electorate will at 
“any rate give. a trial to a Wody of men-who proclaim their chief 
- business to be real social reform. It is true, of course, that, on the 
eve’ of return to power and also whilst in office, all the parties have 
professed an interest in.the well-being of the people io this regard, 
, but the rate of progress has been so slow and so many glaring 
_ anomalies have been permitted to continue, that the general public 
‘has come to doubt the sincerity of the old brand of politicians, wha 
are becoming to be regarded as men merely trifling with serious 
., issnes and as having little other intention than to proceed on piece- 
meal lines instead of going to the root of matters and embarking on 
a bold and comprehensive programme. 

Superficially, the result of the last General Election might be 
construed as showing no real wish on the part of the electorate to 
bréak with the past, but no more significance can be attached to 
that Election than to the Khaki Vote of twenty years ago. In the 
one case and in, the other, peculiar conditions existed which caused 
the voters to follow one another's: lead like so many sheep. . The 
arrangements for voting by men on war service were not satisfac- 
tory, either, and we may depend ppon it that if the whole of the 
young manhood of the country happened tn’ba at Home, the election 
returns. would have worn'sa very different complexion.
